Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 12, filed 1 0-23-07, with respect to 35 
USC 103 rejection of claim 38 has been fully considered and is persuasive. The 35 
USC 103 rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 38 is allowed. The drawings filed 2-29-00 are acceptable. 
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Reasons for allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention includes independent claim 38. Claim 38 recites a 
computer-readable medium having computer-executable instructions for performing the 
computer-implemental method for authorizing the electronic purchase during checkout 
with the user and the vendor system. 

Doggett et al is considered the closest prior art. Doggett et al teaches a method 
and computer readable medium for facilitating an electronic purchase as the transferring 
funds from a payor to a payee. Purchase information from a payee and purchaser 
information from a payor are both received as payment information from a funds 
transfer system! When the payment information is validated, the payee is notified and 
funds are transferred. The purchase information includes a purchase price, and the 
purchaser information includes an identification of a purchaser account. 

Doggett et al does not disclose the claimed combination including: 

receiving, at the funds transfer system selection of a private payment option 
from the user, the private payment option comprising indication of a choice for private 
transfer of financial information from the user to the funds transfer system; 
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establishing a secure connection from the funds transfer system to the user, 
wherein the secure connection is configured to prevent access by the vendor system 
during transfer of the financial information over the secure connection; 

requesting payment user account information from the user; 

receiving user account information from the user with funds transfer 
system via the secure connection; 

transmitting, via the secure connection, a validation request to the 

purchaser; 

receiving, via the secure connection, validation information from the 
purchaser in response to the validation request; 

validating the received validation information with the funds transfer 

system; 

crediting a vendor account in a first amount that corresponds to the purchase 
price if the step of validating the received validation information is successful; and 

debiting the user account a second amount that corresponds to the purchase 
price if the step of validating the received validation information is successful. 
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For these reasons claim 38 is deemed to be allowable over the prior art of 

record.
